Said That Slayer of Mrs. Gentry 


is Behind the Bars. 


Positively Identified by Woman Who 


Knew Him Well - Crime Stirred 


Chicago Last Winter. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, If. Y, July 26.— 


The man who was identified yesterday 
n* Frank J. Constantino and accused of 
the murder of Mrs. \Louise H. 'Gentry in 
Chicago on January 4, today. declared 
that he was at work as a street car con- 
ductor in New York city on the day of 
the murder. Constantino said ho -work- 
ed continuously ns a street oar conductor 
in New York from December' 28 to Jan- 
uary 16 when he was dismissed, 'having 
hud three accidents ivhile on duty. From 
January 4 to 13 he said he was on tha 
Third avenue line, ; running *to Fort 
George on night duty. 'He declared that 
lie put in his application for work-at the 
street car office at Fiftieth street'and 
seventh avenue on Dec. 27 and on the 
following day won sent to tlieiSixty-fifth 
street depot and put ."to work. Con- 
stantine said the time slips in the office 
of th# New York surface- road should 
substantiate his alleged'nHbi. Constari- 
tine again asserted today that his name 
i* Fritz Constantino and that it is hla 
brother Frank who is wanted by the Chi- 
cago police.

Officers of- automobile clubs in Racine, 


Milwaukee, Waukesha. Kenosha 
and 


other cities, admit that farmers have 
cnu?c to complain in,many instances, but 
claim thnt Wisconsin machines do not 
run at tlie speed charged, but thn't own- 
ers from.other stntiw are creating the 
trouble, In Racine Frank J. Miller, one 
of the officers of the automobile club, 
has often-stated that it .was the desire 
of Racine autoinobilists to strictly obey 
the state law and give the farmer or 
other person everything that is coming: 


DEPLORE'- LAW'S VIOLATION. 


An officer of one club said: 
Tlicj officers nnd directors of our club 


deplore- the fact that there are a few 
irresponsible people in every community 
wlio; by their reckless disregard of the 
rights of others nnd their absolute lack 
of ordinary common sense when in an 
automobile bring down the wrath of the 
fanner upon all automobilists,-nnd-the 
large majority of automobilists 
are 


obliged to fUiffor for the shortcomings 
of the few. 
TTITNKS FARMERS ARE JUpTfFIED. 


Tn some eases the fanner i< justified 


in feeling aggrieved'at the treatment he 
receives. The many cases in which he 
receives consid«rutf> treatment from the 
driver of the car, owing to the peculiar 
makeup of hiiman nature ns we find it 
everywhere, nro too sooiu forgotten, and 
it is only the injury which is kept frerOi 
in his inmiiory. The majority.' of nuto- 
mobilUts arc considerate und when meet- 
ing n frightened horoe or team ofr.cn 
turn,way to tlie side of the road and- 
stop their machines. I have frequetly 
inquired umong my personal acquaint- 
«ncwwlio--tour"throuph the country, in., 
machines, and find that practically all of 
tn'etri -say-they'never-have any trouble 
•with the' farmer*. I-.havc' not .had-any 
unpleasant experiences nnd-I bcliore that i 


where two reasonable people meet, ei\ch 
trying to do the right thing, there.can 
be little chance for an argument. 


•As'for killing dogs, I will.say that my 


sympathy is with the driver of the car. 


• If "the farmer's dog was trained to stay 
in the yard -where he belongs instead ol 
•running out, into tile road barking-.at 
cvci^ machine which comes by he. would 
not get.tinder the -wheels. 


. Legally, the owner of. the dog which 
has been killed while running out in the 
road'barking-in front of any''rvehicle, 
horse drawn'or. otherwise, 'has no re- 
dress.

The all absorbing topic in Kncine and 


Kcnosha last night and today U tha 
killing of Willinm Drover, the old man 
supposed to be from St. Charles, 111., by 
an automobile-, at a point several rods 
riOiith of Central park, in Kenosha coun- 
ty.- That a heavy machine struck and 
crushed out the life of the man is cer- 
tain; but officers 'nave not been able to 
locate the parties guilty of the unfor- 
tunate affair. 


Examination of the road when the ac- 


cident occurred, shows evidence of tha 
automobile having been stopped after 
-.he man wa.i hit und killed nnd that the 
occupants of the machine must have 
pulled the body from under it and then 
continued on their way, without notify- 
ing anyone. Tt is also apparent that tha 
automobile niu.-it have 
been damaged.

CAPTAIN' LKWIS DRAWN' IX. 


On that evening Captain William M. 


Lewi-, of the Mitchell Motor Co., with 
his large white car, took a Kcnosha 
friend home. 
He was accompanied by 


William Perry and William Piuli. On 
the way down, when crossing a bridge 
south of Central park, they na\v an old 
man standing on the side of the bridge, 
hi'.tlcss and poorly clad. One of the 
party remarked th»t. it was a strange 
hour of the night for such an old man 
to be out. From the description it was 
the man killed. The party went on to 
Kenosha and all state that they saw 
nothing of the man when they came back 
from Kenosha a few hours later snd did 
not even know of an accident until in- 
formed by others of the sad incident. 
Mr. Perry, interviewed by a reporter, 
.wiid that had their machine struck the 
man they would not for a minute hesi- 
tate, hut immediately call for help and 
notify proper persons. But no accident 
occurred, and Chief of-Police Pfister, who 
carefully examined the machine or Cap- 
tain Lewis, could not find a mark or 
scratch of tiny kind and gnve as 
opinion that the machine could not have 
killed the man and no mnrks be visible. 


KKN'OSHA .POLICK ANXIOUS. 


Chief of Police O'Have and his men 


were anxious to get the guilty party 
and ascertained thnt a number of Racine 
machines were in that city, and it is also 
a fact that several Kenoslm machines 
were there.

.THE'MAKING OF SWORDS. 


Courier Journal: "1 turn out," said 


a sworflmaker, "over 40.000 swords a 
year. I used to turn out 70.000. But 
the crop falla as civilization rises. 


"My steel comes from western Penn- 


sylvania in 14-foot' lengths, each length 
an inch and a half wide. Each sword 
takes nine days to make, and soes 
through seventy different processes 


"Our testing room is our most inter- 


esting one. There the-finished blade.is 
proved—first, as to surface; second, as 
to,back and edge; third, as to banding. 


"For the surface test, the, blade is 


screwed into a vise, and .brought down 
flat'with- great- force on to a, steel'table,
